Ho him put to 
death 114 prisoners and iinnouncud bin 
purpose to keep tip that policy until 
Spaniards are brought to n sense of their 
duty toward humanity. For two years 
tbo war hag waged on tho Island. .)ur!ng 
that untire tlmo not a life has boon xaori 
llced by the Cubans to tbo spirit of hato. 
Not only has General Gomez enforced tho 
most humane treatment of prisoners, but 
ho bag fed them when provisions for his 
own inou were scant. 


In the foco of this effort to carry out 


tha rules of war Captain General Weyler 
has formed an alliance with tho plutea 
dors and protectg them In their work o 
devastation. The assassination ot Gou 
oral Macoo affeetixl General Gomez deep 
ly. Tho death of his own Hen at the sum 
tlmo added to the bitterness ot bis fuel 
ings, but ho did not act upon impulse 
He sent trusted messengers to ascertain 
the exact faoto. 
They reported to him on 


the 28th of Doocmbor, ohowing boyond 
doubt that Maceo und his son had been 
basely led into ambush and assassinated. 
His resolution was «t onoo mado to mnko 
terms with tho platcadorn and to ehow no 
quarters to 8paniaids wN> did not sur- 
render poncofully. 


Putting his men In motion, he made lin 


attack upon tho control trochu, crosstug 
tho Inland at Moron.

Authorities on diet believe tliat it 


would be well for rno&t of us who arc 
iu health to cut more green vegetables 
with our meat and starchy foods than 
we do at present, says the New York 
1'ost. Indeed, some go so far as to be- 
lieve that the absence from our menus 
of plenty of green vegetables and salad* 
accounts for the biliousness of the 
American people. The best known of 
such plants arc lettuce, beet-tops, dan- 
delion, kale and. spinach, but Mr. Col- 
ville, botanist of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, finds that 
there are many other palatable and 
healthful plants that, though rarely 
used, might add a pleasant variety to 
oar list of available vegetables. One of 
these, "winter cress," or Barbarea proe- 
cox, which is cultivated from this city 
southward and is sold in large quanti- 
ties In the Washington markets, is 
planted in late summer or early fall 
and needs very IVttle cultivation. An- 
other plant that belongs to the spinach 
end beet family, though it is a com- 
mon weed in fields and gardens In near- 
ly every part of the United States, i* 
"Iamb's quarters," or Cbenopodium al- 
bum. It m in many places commonly 
known either «s pigweed or goose foot, 
but it Is not the true pigweed. The 
plant has a pale-bluish green Color, and 
in used when six or eight inches high 
fs tender, juicy and pleasant to the 
taste. The teasing weed, the common 
garden "puslcy," or "purslane," when 
boiled is also recommended as a most 
palatable green vegetable and can easily 
be had. In India, where it originated, 
the plant has been used for hundreds of 
years. In Europe it is used both asa pot 
herij and for salads.

mercial form. Ily this means they aic 
rfavorcil in various ways so as to adapt 
them to ttoe tastes of consumers. The 
tuHtes of cou*mmera vary in different 
locnlltien, and to make his grc/ods to suit 
is the business of tJie manufacturer. 
Kaeh manufacturer has his own secret 
ret-ipes, which nre hniided down from 
father to son. Tnirte« differ, even among 
people of various occupations. Miners, 
for instance, want a very strong1 to- 
bacco, with a scent and flavor which 
another clans would not relish. Out- 
door workers in general like a stonger 
tobacco for smoking and chewing than 
indoor folks. 


All tobaccos, in fact, are doctored. 


Somc-tiincH it is done in an illegitimate) 
way, 
for the purpose of deception. 


Oridinnrily, however, it is honest and 
even necessary. One object of it is \'> 
make the tobacco keep hotter. With- 
out such treatment it. would become no 
much dry leaves, the aromatic prop- 
crtict. |iussinjr oft. Nitre is added to 
smokiirjr tobacco in order to make it 
burn well. 
The leaves intended for 


chewing arc steeped in licorice or other 
gum, in order that the plug1 shall hava 
the required consistency and sweet- 
newt. Mucilaginous substances in small 
quantities nre added to cigarette toboc- 
to, TO that the particles nmy hold to- 
gether und not full out of the paper 
wrapper. Koine pipe tobaccos are heav- 
ily charged with perfumes by treal- 
Ing them vi ith the essential oils of rose, 
vrrbeua, eitronelle, bergnmol, cnsaia, 
nni.sk an<l catechu. 


It. if not true that, cigarettes are 


commonly charged with opium an 1 
other injurious drugs. However, they 
are flavored with essences of various 
plants, such ns vunilKi, stramonium, 
cotTee, valerian and tea. Occasionally 
n few tea leaves are mixed with the 
tobacco. These flavors arc matters of 
fancy, and women particularly helcc.t 
their cigarettes vv ith reference to them.
